aucient temples of the eleventh centuiy have been obaen'ed. Ilo-pag ia stated 
by Joseph Gergaa to be in Kunawar, and ffu-lm4ati-kar near Chiai. 

Joseph Geigau, in hia account of the iVar-nw mins, produces another list of 
temples of Hin-ch^i-l^&n-po, as follows: (1) *A-lci-chos-k^‘Iior, (2) Flii/i’ytiif^sum nHhih^ 
(3) Man-rtjyu, (4) IFan-/rtj (5} Gyun-dmt't, (6) (7J Dilul-^bye-d^l-ldaH-rtset 

(8) Sa-bu-Tar~chud (or Thai'~ryyttnyiha-Maii, (t>) Ste-Uta-kkan-ysiim-rtseffs, (10) Sle-cho9- 
^khof. All these temples belong to Ladakh, are in easy reach and most of 
them have been examined. 

Besides these, the follo’wing temples were reported or proved to be of the 
eleventh centuiy: (l) S(t-ni~Ka^nykii in (before restoration), (2) the ruin east 

of Bab-st/o,(Z) Ryya-mtsha Tnimioith of Leh, (4) Lfta-bhaA of She!, (5) th&Lha-hcu- 
rtse-iha-khan of Khatt-jt, (6) tlie Mun-dig-IIi(t-kIiaii ruin in the MkJtar-hu valley, 
(7) the Lha-khatl-gog-po ruin of Wa~khat (8) Sto»-}i(t~im-mehi-dgoa-fa of GuA-ra8, (9) 
the mined Lka-khaii of Gcig-gtan, (10) Choi-^khor of Si-»u, (11) Ka-raam of 
Kuna war, (12) L<^tsa-b(tUi~llio-^’kail of Aa-Ao, (IS) Lka-bratl of Kyahar, (lO) Ntt-thaA 
in Spyi^i, (17) Lka^bh-maki-dgon-fa of Skyi-bar. 

In his notes on Rm-cheH-bzan-fo^Ji biography, Joseph Gergan gives another 
list of more than 30 temples of Rin-chen-bzatl-po. Most of the names are 
lepetitiona from his other lists. The following may be new. ^ar-chuA, Bkra- 
kis-sgaAf Dben-sa, Mgar-ba’groA, Kyi-li'bvg (all in the Immediate neighbour¬ 
hood of ^?bir- 7 na), Chos'Skori-hkhor) at near Leh, White Temple of ilutidar 

(Xubra), Red Temple of Hundar (Subra), Lha-bran of Dmar-kha, Rd&r-lha 
of Kgi-khglm {Spyi-ti)t BpaNian-rtse of JIulbe. 

Let me add that the name of Cfios-skor(-bkhor) occurs twice as a local 
name in the Jluiiammadan Suru valley. One is found on the map (Chuskor) 
close to Suiu castle, and another close to Mainji. They are probably tl»e 
Ntes of similar temples. 

As, however, 7?fn-cAen-6cflril-/)o was not the only priest who erected temples 
in the eleventh centuiy, but as the fathers of the Bkttb^rgyud-jm sect did the 
same, it is not dear in several cases to which of the two sources a certain 
temple owes its origin. Thus tvith regard to the Gyun’druAseil-ge'BgaA temple, 
the temples of iroa-fn:, KItan-ji and Gcig'^an, I was informed that they were 
connected with the Bktib-rgynd-pa school (Bkab-gdarm-pa), And so it may be 
with several others. 

Let me also emphasize that the eleventh centui}' is by no means the earli 
est era of Buddhist temples in the ancient West Tibetan empire. A good 
number are asserted to have been erected by Padmasambhava in the eighth 
century ; nnd the temples of Trilokn&th in Chamba and Gandhota in Lahul 
claim to go back to the times of NagSrjuna. As Dr. J. Ph, Vogel points out, 
Tnloknath is a place, w'here the ancient Indian Buddhism was gradually 
moulded into Lamaiam. 

A comparative study of aU the eleventh century temples of Ladakh will 
in course of time enable us to distinguish them from temples of other times. 
Only a few characteristics may now be pointed out. 
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They may consist of ft single hall of of ft collection of such Burrouuded 
by ft wall. The door in many coses opens towards the east, 

Vftirocanft {fl^iflm-par-snaA-wdfad) was apparently ft favoured deity in thero.^ 
■ Several temples were colled after him. Compare the following(1)

translator) are found At Sjyu, *A-ki, AVta. Similarly we find halls with the 
title slon-jM, teacher, at Gun-mn and Shel. HaUs called Chos-^khor are 
found at St-su,’ A-lei, Sk (Leh). This name refera to a passage built 

‘ -for the circunaanobulation of the pilgiitos. HaUs called Gsum-^segst three- 
.storied, were found at Mtho^ldtA, Sle (Xieh), *A~ict, N<t~thtin. 

The medicine Buddhas in paintings or images were found at and 

JEfo-pAo and probably also occur in other temples. 

The leading fossil, so to say, we probably have in the Itmm-jmr-snaA-mdmd, 
which may be discovered in many more of temples. And, 

:aa has been pointed out in Mr. Shuttleworth’s article, this deity was of great 
importance in the eleventh century to show the Tibetans a way from the Bon 
ixeligion to Buddhism.

—On August 18tli, 1024, I viaitsd Lhchtvn (Lilung on the Sinvoy Map) 
from ChuA-n^ihar, a walk of six miles, with my wife and the Rev, Joseph Gergan 

of the Moravian Mission, who 
had stayed there a night on 
a previous occasion in 1821 and 
told me of the temple. 1 
had seen the village from a 
short distance in 181S, but 
had not then been informed 
that this small secluded vil¬ 
lage up the IdA^U valley con¬ 
tained any feature of unusual 
interest. 

So in 1924 1 was delighted 
to find an almost perfectly 
preserved eleventh century 
temple, smaller than the 
famous main hall at Ta-bo, 
but nowise inferior to it in 
artistic merit. As no account 
of it was known to me to bo 



■on record, I did what 1 could in the few hours at my disposal to note down 
the main features, to take rough measurements, to sketch a ground , plan and to 
use to the beat advantage the only six J plate filn^s that 1 had vuth me. 
The photographs then taken will, I hope, besides elucidating and supplementing 
the description, enable others to add to my tentative identifications. 


lu these dimly lit old temples the identification of the numerous images and 
paintings is always difiScuit and uncertain. One’s time is often short and 
usually the local lamas and laymen can afiord little help. This was the case 
at Lha-lun, where the images exceed sixty in number and most of them are 
not met with in more modem temples. Dr. Francke’s notes contain much 
valuable information on some of the images and other matters. 

The villagera and lamas say that there were originally nine temples of 
Lo-tsa-ha Rin-chen-bzaA-fo’s time of which eight were destroyed by the Sog^ 
j)oi (i.e. Mongols) in the seventeenth century. Now there is but one temple

known as Gter-khan ^ and a group of lamas’ houses to its west. Among, 
these houses is an externally inconspicuous tnehod-Tteiif or rather rooni] contain¬ 
ing a four-bodied figure, resembling the Rnam-'par-siiAin^md^id in the large 

temple at Ta~bo. All the above buildings occupy a small plateau immediately 
over and to the east of the Lh<i-liin village, high above the right bank of the 
small nullah, that joins the liver about 4 miles from the junction of 

the LiA-(i with the Sjtyi-lL 

Exterior of Gser-khah Temple. — The Gser'-kkan temple faces west, and 
is fiat-roofed. Its exterior dimensions are about feet north to south and 
28 feet east to west. The roof is about 15 feet high. A small temple rooro,. 

II feet square inside, is built on to the north-vinest front ioimediately to the 

north of the main temple entrance. 

The upper part of the outside walls is painted m alternate horizontal 
layers of yellow, brown and red lime wash. There is an mterior ciicumam- 
buJatory passage, about 3 feet wide, within the north, east, and south walls,, 
and so passing behind the small temple, the main Gser-khatl hall and the 

small store room adjacent to the Gser-kkan on the south and tuider the same- 
roof. The entrance to this passage is by the small temple and it leads out 
into the verandah in front of the store room, as see the plan. The north 
part of the passage contains old frescoes all very much worn. With a lighted 
candle I was able to make out ten faint life-sized Buddha figures in dark 
tints of red, yellow and blue. 5lost of the detail had gone. 

The small temple to the north of the entrance door of the Gter-khan con¬ 
tains modem images of the three ' Protectors of Tibet ^ Le. (1) A red Hjam-dbi/'- 
atis, {2} a white eleven-headed, eight-armed Spyan-rat-gzigt, and (3) a blue 
i*A^-»Mi-r(?o-r/e, also a waU inscription of the time of King Sen-ge-rmm-rggal 
(c. 1690-1635 A.D,). 

Interior of Gser-khan Temple. — The is a stjnare room, measur¬ 

ing 18 feet by IS feet, and 14 feet high. The ceiling is composed of planks 
resting on cross beams wliicb run both ways. The intersection of these cross^ 
beams divides the wood ceiling into 36 square panels, on which are painted 
circular and rectangular geometrical designs. All the woodw-ork is of blue- 
pine {kail^ i.e. Pinm Exceka), which is not indigenoua to Spyi-li, but imported, 
probably from Kunawar. It is carefully smoothed and finished, altogether 
unbkc the rough-hewn planks and beams found elsewhere in temples and 
private houses in Spyi-ti now-a-days. Circular metal bosses ornamented with 
floral designs are attached to the Iwama at regular inten-als. There are no pillars. 

In the middle of the room is an ordinary small wood altar. On it is a 
wood Buddha. A copper and silver butter lamp, 21 inches high, and two white 
mchod-rten, 3i and 3 feet high, the last an old wood one, stand near the altar. 

At my visit a beautifully carved lintel beam, 5i feet long, lay on the floor 
by the altar. It was said to have been originally over the entrance door. 
The vr'ood is also blue pine.

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It contains five panels placed horirontally* Of these the three to the right 
are fihovni in the photo, (a) ; the two end panels are much damaged- The 
subjects of the panels commenciiig from the proper right are as follows; 

(1) The fasting Buddha is sitting, perhaps under the Bodhi tree. To 

his left stands a female figure, 

(2) Two large robed figures with haloes sit on throiit® aiid hold long 

pieces of cloth (1), There is a kneeling figure and two others to 
their right; a similar kneeling figure and three others to the left 
in attitudes of prayer or adoration. Two email dwarfs crouch 
one under each throne. This panel apparently depicts two phases 
ol one scene 

(3) The Buddha sits with upraised right hand uoldii^ a sword, with which 

he is cutting off his hair, that ne grasps in his left hand. On 
his right is “ The Stupa of the Hair of the Buddha,” and on hit 
left the Bo tree.* 

(4) A house with pillars and eaves is depicted. Over the front door 

sit two figures, a man and a woman. In the right and left 
upper comers stand two trumpeters. In the right and left lower 
comers stand two meu with clubs. There are lions at either side 
of the door,® 

(5) This panel, which is very much broken, represents a horse, Kapthaka (?}► 

The divisions between these panels are carved with round and square floral 
designs. The style of the carving and the treatment are distinctly Indian. 

The West Wall, in the centre of which is the entrance door, contains 
no figures in relief like the other three, but only frescoes and an instriptioir 
in the old orthography of the eleventh century. 

The principal wall paintings include three old well executed magic circles^ 
ox Dii$-hji-hkhor lo {Hamkrk, above the door. From riglit to left are 

the circles of Bde-mchog, Mi-bshjod-^ and Hjif}s-hyed. To the right aud left 
of the door are representations, 4 feet 2 inches high, of a blue Plgag-m^rdo-rje 
and of a red Rta^«ignn painted in Indian style. Other paintings are of lioraes 
and a man in a round hat and Indian attire. 

The north, oast and south walls contain elaborate groups of painted clay 
mouldings in full relief of Buddhas, Taras, Devaa, animals, real and legendary,

in the photographs. Each of these three walls will now be described in turn^ 

The North Wall. In the centre a three~headed crowned hgure sits on a 
lotus throne, supported on a standing dwarf. 

To either side of the dwarf stands an open-mouthed lion, apparently to 
mark the throne as a sithhdsana. The image was said to be Enam-rffjfal-rna,^ a 
female Yid-dam or tutelaiy. It is three feet high and has eight hands. The 
uppermost left hand holds a wheel. {See photo, h.) 

On either side of the throne is a small bird with a human face of blue 
colour. 


Immediately above the Rnam-rgyal-tna image is a floral scroll design. Its 
centre is a Khyun {Gantda) and on either side are two Chu-srin (Makam). 
The scroll design ends in two peacocks facing inw^ards. 

A little way above the Rnam-rgyal-^m within the floral design is a small 
three-headed figure said to be (?). * 


The remaining wall apace on either side of the above central group Is 
filled up with 16 sitting Sgrot^as,^ each two feet high. 

There are eight on each side in groups of two. Each image has its hands 
in a different posture. Below the images is a three feet high painted dado- 
In itfl centre is a five-headed figure, with smaU Buddhas within circles on either 
side. There are 72 of these small round medallion painting on this W'all. 

The East li\a]l is the most important and contains three main groups 
of images, artistically arranged within a general flowing lotus plant design that 
spreads over the entire wall. Lotus buds, leaves, and the lotus thrones, on 
which ^e gods sit, are all integral parts of the design. This wall, like the 
others, is 18 feet long by 14 feet high. In the centre sits the Buddha, Sa-kt/a^ 
thub^jxi, on a lotus throne. At either side of the lotus beneath the figure 
two crouching lions face each other, themselves on small lotus thrones enclosed 
in rounds of the floral scroll design. {See photo, d.) 

Oil ^ either side of the throne and the lions sit two small gods, also en¬ 
circled in rounds of the floral ornament. The god on the proper right (north)

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is a three-headed Indian Deva; his heads are bare and he wears only a body 
cloth; hk left knee and fore-arm are raised; hia right shin and foot rest 
on the throne with the sole of the foot upwards; his right hand is esteiided 
downwards. This figure is said to be (BrahmA), (See photo, c.) 

On the left (south) sita a orowned DSva with the palms of his hands 
gethet, his left knee raised and supporting his left elbow. Eis nght leg » 
flat on the throne behind bis left foot. This god is said to be Brgya^shym 

(India), (jSec photo, d.) . 

Under the double lion throne are two birds (parrots?), not shown m the 

photos., from whose heads starts the floral decoration. On either side of the 
pair of birds is a line of smaU seated Euddha-like figures, five on each side. 

The Ba-kya-thvb-'pa has a double hoiae-shoe arched back to his throne, 
placed between pillars, which support a roof surmounted by a centr^ umbrella 
i^ugs), flanked on either side by two lower pointed wcAod-rten-hke knobs. 
Two birds sit one on either side. 

Outside each of the two pillars, and on the same level, stand two elaborate 
cruciform based stupas or Both the spires are surmounted by 

umbrellas similar to the Burmese hti (not by the later Si-da emblems) an 
the as found on Hindu spires. The stupa on the left has doors or 

windows; that on the right a triple Right of steps. A guardian tiger rampant 
stands against each stupa, with one fore paw against the dome and a bind paw 
against the base. Each tiger on its upraised fore paw supports «u acrobat 
with a Buddha’s chignon. The figure to the right holds his chm m bis hands. 
Their feet are above their heads and hold up pedestab for a pair of elephant- 
trunked (JMotero), whose tails run up into a scroU design terrmnatiog 

in the mouth of a grotesque gargoyle face of a Kh}ptn {Garu^a) ^ high up imar 
the roof and immediately over the Above the gargoyle is an umbrella. 

The composition of the general scheme b remarkably good and well- 
balanced ; ewry detail is an integral part of the whole. 

To the right and left of the central group are two minor, but abo elaborate 
croups which consist each of a main crowned and jewelled sitting Bodhisattya 
LurT under arches or palaces, each bearing five stupas.* The image on the 
right b adver in colour. The palace or arch coutoimng this figure is supported 
by dw^aife standing between pairs of pUlara; that on the left is supported by 
rampant tigers facing outwards, (Sec photos, c and d.) 

Under each of the large figures are two pairs of seated crowired figures, 
Taras {SgroUna) or other such deities. The one to the BrahmAs right is 

apparently a male. __

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Tbe only frescoes still visible on this wall are two small medallions con* * 
taioing Buddhas in the two upper corners above the outer stupas of the two 
flanJdng palace arches. 

In the centre of the South Wall sits a four-armed crowned figure in 
adamantine pose. It vae considered to be S^an-fa^gsig9. His lotus throno 
is supported by a lotus flower and two well executed elephants j above aits 
Aniittlbha Buddhn {Hod-djajg-wiedj SnttiX-ha-tnihalt^-gQs) in a niche under a tall 
stQpa surmounted by a ball and sharp point. On either side are two smaller 
circular stupas. {See photo. «.) 

To the right and left of the central stupa are two flying figures (aptroroa) 
in attitudes of prayer or adoration. 

The whole of the above group is fiaidced by two vertical lines, each of 
four seated figures, four crowned and four in a Buddha^s mendicant guise. 

Names were assigned to all of the Buddhas, but the identification of these 
•eight figures is uncertain. They may be the medicine Buddhas.^ 

There are many faint paintirigs in medallions on this wall to either side 
of and below the figures. Two large Buddlias within circles are visible, also 
various Indian palace scenes. In the lower right hand corner is an inscrip' 
tion of 37 lines.
